It forms a good centre for 
a tourists, the neighbourhood offering beautiful boating, 

^ fishing, mountaineering, exploring, and a wealth of lovely 
w scenery. Diamond Mountain (1,460 ft.), so called from the 
x crystals found on its sides, rises just behind the village at 
H the western end of the Pass of Kylemore. 
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
